Tellers appointed by the Moderator, Philip E. Carey 
and sworn to duty by Town Clerk, Elaine S. Powers, were Bruce Fleming, Jerry 
Hartman, Robert Simpson and Gordon Ross. Recording the meeting for the Town

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Attending the meeting, but not registered voters in the Town of East Bridgewater, 
were Paul O’Leary, of the Southeastern Regional Vocational High School, State 
Representative, Robert Kraus, Paul Kiley, Collector/Treasurer, Cheryl Robertson, 
Assistant Assessor and Gordon Mitchell, Superintendent of Schools. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:10 p.m. by Moderator, Philip E. Carey who 
declared a quorum present. Town Clerk, Elaine S. Powers, read the Opening of the 
Warrant and the Return of Service. 


A Resolution was read by Selectman, Peter P. Spagone as follows: 
TOWN MEETING RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, the very survival of municipal government has depended on adequate 
amounts of local aid from the State, 


WHEREAS, local governments cannot raise the money needed to provide essential 
services without the active participation of the state, 


WHEREAS, local government provides the most basic services to our citizens: police 
and fire protection, education, water and sewer services, trash removal, and the like, 


WHEREAS, drastic reductions in local aid will inevitably result in decreases in basic 
local services or increases in the regressive property tax, 


WHEREAS, 65% of the general public of the Commonwealth oppose cuts in local aid, 


WHEREAS, state revenue projections indicate FY 1990 state revenue without a state 
tax increase will increase more than $600 million over FY 1989 revenues, 


RESOLVED, that the East Bridgewter Annual Town Meeting urges the state to 
continue its necessary partnership with municipalities by sharing the growth in state 
revenues with cities and towns as it has for the past 9 years. 


After comments by State Representative, Robert Kraus, the resolution was 
adopted. 


The following action was taken: 


ARTICLE 1 — Voted to amend Article #37 of December 19, 1988, as follows: 
Voted to transfer the sum of $40,000.00 from Available Funds (Free Cash) for the 


purpose of purchasing computer hardware and software for the Board of Assessors’ 
Office. 


ARTICLE 2 — Voted to rescind Article #38 of December 19, 1988 which 
authorized the Treasurer to borrow $3,275.00 for the purchase of a Kubota Diesel 
Lawn Mower for the Park Department.

Special Town Meeting 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
May 8, 1989 


A legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of East Bridgewater qualified to 
vote in elections and town affairs was held at the East Bridgewater High School 
Michael J. McCarthy Auditorium on Monday, May 8, 1989 under a Warrant issued 
by the Selectmen and dated April 18, 1989. 


Checking voters into the auditorium were Marcia Horton, H. Virginia Clarity 
and Jeannette T. Arruda. There were two hundred eighty-five (285) voters present, 
ninety-three (93) in Pre. I, one hundred and eight (108) in Pre. II, and eighty-four (84) 
in Pre. III. Tellers appointed by the Moderator, Philip E. Carey and sworn to duty by 
Town Clerk, Elaine S. Powers were Michael Chapin, Gordon Ross, Jerry Hartman 
and Richard Grace. Recording the meeting for the Town Clerk were High School 
students Steve Meuse, Jay Tarantino and William Allen. 


A presentation was made to the East Bridgewater Arts Council by Selectman, 
Eric Greene and accepted by Patricia Bradbury, Chairman and Michael Herbert, 
Member. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:40 p.m. by Moderator Philip E. Carey. Town 
Clerk Elaine S. Powers, read the Opening of the Warrant and the Return of Service. 
The Planning Board recommended approval of all Articles as printed with the 
exception of Art. 12, which was withdrawn. The Finance Committee approved all 
articles with the exception of Art. 17.

Within the ARPUD all open space shall be integrated within aid around © 
the development. A minimum of four thousand (4000) square feet of open 
space shall be provided for each HOME SITE within the development. — 
This ratio can be reduced to a minimum of three thousand (3000) square 
feet of open space per HOME SITE provided that the overall area of the 
HOME SITES is increased by one (1) square foot for each one (1) square 
foot of open space reduction. Area used for roadway layout shall not be 
used as open space area or site area.

The storage building shall be 
located at the rear corner of the site. When possible, two or more storage 
buildings may be combined. There shall be no site side line set-back 
distance for storage buildings located within a HOME SITE, however, 
storage buildings shall not be located within fifty (50) feet of the perimeter 
of the Development.

the SWPF and the Town of East Bridgewater as the host community.

All uses in this section require a SPECIAL PERMIT and SITE PLAN 
APPROVAL from the SPGA prior to issuance of a building permit. 


(a). A SOLID WASTE PROCESSING FACILITY (SWPF) as defined in

(b). Any SWPF related accessory use(s) which the SPGA finds as part of this 
Special Permitting process is in keeping with the nature and intent of this 
SWPFE overlay district, but in any case no uses that are herein contained in 
Section 5.t.(3).

SOLID WASTE PROCESSING FACILITY (SWPF) — This term 
shall be used to include a solid waste transfer station, a solid waste 
incinerator, a solid waste-to-energy plant with facilities for 
generating electricity using recovered energy, a recycling center, a 
special purpose landfill limited to the disposal of the ash by-products 
from the processing of solid waste, or other works for the processing 
of solid waste and combinations of some or all of these terms, but not 
a general purpose landfill for the sanitary landfilling of any other 
material.

The SWPF application and associated site plan shall show conformance 
with the following minimum requirements.

(a). Within the SWPF on-site enclosed storage must be provided for any 
waste material(s) which is stored on-site during times when the 
physical plant is not operational. In any case no waste materials shall 
be brought on site unless the waste materials will be processed within 
a twenty-four period, or stored in an enclosed area until processing 
can take place. 


(b). Within the SWPF street lighting and fire hydrants shall be provided 
along the roadways to the facility and its buildings. 


(c). Within the SWPF all open space shall be shown on the Special 
Permit Site Plan. 


(d). Within the SWPF the buffer zone shall include natural vegetation, 
plantings, walls, fences or vegetated earthen berms to provide a 
screening barrier between the facility and the abutting properties. 
Screening plantings shall be used in combination with fences or walls 
whenever fences or walls are used. Screening plantings shall be 
provided between the wall or fence and the abutting property. The 
buffer zone and its associated screening barrier shall be designated 
on the Special Permit plan. The detailed plan for planting and 
screening shall be prepared by a Registered Landscape Architect and 
shall be part of the Special Permit application. The actual 
requirements regarding buffering, plantings, screening, and the like 
shall be determined by the SPGA as part of the Special Permit 
process. 


(7). SPECIAL PERMIT PROCEDURES: 


(a). The application for a Special Permit for a SWPF shall be filed with the 
SPGA, with a copy of the application form filed with the Town Clerk. The 
application shall be accompanied by ten (10) copies of the Special Permit 
plan and all pertinent information required to support the subject 
application. The Special Permit plan shall show the seal and signature of a 
Registered Professional Engineer and Registered Landscape Architect. 
Complete copies of the application and all documents shall be filed with 
the Board of Health, Water Commissioners and the Conservation 
Commission. 
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(b). The Special Permit plan shall provide sufficient detail to show the entire 
SWPF, including roadway systems, buffer zones, open space and an 
analysis of the site plan showing compliance with site area, buffer zones, 
and open space requirements. 


(c). In addition, the Special Permit Site Plan shall show wetlands, water 
bodies, flood zones, vegetative cover within all buffer zones, and other 
natural features of the site. 


(d). The application shall also include a certified list of abutters. 


(e). The Application package shall also include a narrative describing the tract 
of land, the surrounding neighborhood, and the possible impact(s) the 
facility would have on the surrounding area. The narrative shall also 
include detailed information on the type of facility to be used in the 
processing of waste and all required accessory facilities planned as part of 
the overall facility. Additionally, information in regard to the proposed 
operation including hours of operation, amounts of waste materials 
processed (per day, week, and year) and other impacts (water 
requirements, noise impacts, etc.) affecting the facility and the 
surrounding area. 


(f). The Special Permit for the site plan shall only be issued by the SPGA 
following a Public Hearing held within sixty-five (65) days after the filing 
of the application. Any Board or Commission to which copies of the 
application was submitted for review, shall submit, in writing, any 
comments and/or recommendations as it deems appropriate to both the 
SPGA and the Applicant within forty-five (45) days of the receipt of said 
application. If no response is received within the forty-five (45) days, it 
shall be assumed by the SPGA that no response is required. 


(g). The Special Permit granted under this By-Law shall lapse if not exercised 
within one (1) year after the Special Permit is granted, unless the SPGA 
extends the period (up to a maximum of three (3) years following written 
request for extension by the licensee.

We have examined the general purpose financial statements of the Town of East 
Bridgewater, Massachusetts for the year ended June 30, 1988, and have issued our 
report thereon, which was qualified in several respects, dated March 28, 1989. As part 
of our examination, we made a study and evaluation of the internal control systems, 
including applicable internal administrative controls, used in administering federal 
financial assistance programs to the extent we considered necessary to evaluate the 
systems as required by generally accepted auditing standards, the standards for 
financial and compliance audits contained in the Standards for Audit of 
Governmental Organizations, Programs, Activities and Functions, issued by the U.S. 
General Accounting Office, the Single Audit Act of 1984 and the provisions of OMB 
Circular A-128, Audits of State and Local Governments. For the purpose of this 
report, we have classified the significant internal accounting and administrative 
controls used in administering federal financial assistance programs in the following 
categories: 


Accounting Revenue/ receipts 
Controls Expenditures - purchasing and payroll 
External financial reporting 


Administrative Political activity 
Controls—General Davis-Bacon Act 
Civil rights 
Cash management 
Relocation assistance and real property acquisition 
Federal financial reports

Eligibility 
Reporting 
Cost allocation 
Monitoring subrecipients 


The management of the Town of East Bridgewater, Massachusetts is responsible 
for establishing and maintaining internal control systems used in administering 
federal financial assistance programs. In fulfilling that responsibility, estimates and 
judgments by management are required to assess the expected benefits and related 
costs of control procedures. The objectives of internal control systems used in 
administering federal financial assistance programs are to provide management with 
reasonable, but not absolute, assurance that, with respect to federal financial 
assistance programs, resource use is consistent with laws, regulations and policies; 
resources are safeguarded against waste, loss and misuse; and reliable data are 
obtained, maintained and fairly disclosed in reports. 


Because of inherent limitations in any system of internal accounting and 
administrative controls used in administering federal financial assistance programs, 
errors or irregularities may nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also, projection of 
any evaluation of the system to future periods is subject to the risk that procedures 
may become inadequate because of changes in conditions or that the degree of 
compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 


Our study included all of the applicable control categories listed above. During 
the year ended June 30, 1988, the Town of East Bridgewater, Massachusetts had no 
major federal financial assistance programs and expended 53.6% of its total federal 
financial assistance under the following nonmajor federal financial assistance 
programs: Chapter I (PL 97-35) and Title VIB (PL 94-142). With respect to internal 
control systems used in administering these nonmajor federal financial assistance 
programs, our study and evaluation included considering the types of errors and 
irregularities that could occur, determining the internal control procedures that 
should prevent or detect such errors and irregularities, determining whether the 
necessary procedures are prescribed and are being followed satisfactorily, and 
evaluating any weakness. 


With respect to the internal control systems used solely in administering the other 
nonmajor federal financial assistance programs of the Town of East Bridgewater, 
Massachusetts, our study and evaluation was limited to a preliminary review of the 
systems to obtain an understanding of the control environment and the flow of 
transactions through the accounting system. Our study and evaluation of the internal 
control systems used solely in administering these nonmajor federal financial 
assistance programs of the Town of East Bridgewater, Massachusetts, did not extend 
beyond this preliminary review phase. 


Our study and evaluation was more limited than would be necessary to express an 
opinion on the internal control systems used in administering the federal financial 
assistance programs of the Town of East Bridgewater, Massachusetts. Accordingly, 
we do not express an opinion on the internal control systems used in administering the 
federal financial assistance programs of the Town of East Bridgewater, 
Massachusetts. 
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Also, our examination, made in accordance with the standards mentioned above, 
would not necessarily disclose material weaknesses in the internal control systems, for 
which our study and evaluation was limited to a preliminary review of the systems, as 
discussed in the fifth paragraph of this report. 


We have issued a Management Letter to the Town of East Bridgewater in 
connection with our regular general purpose financial statements examination; none 
of the points of this Management Letter were considered to be a material weakness in 
internal controls over federal financial assistance programs. 


This report is intended solely for the use of management of the Town of East 
Bridgewater, Massachusetts, the Department of Education and other federal 
organizations, and should not be used for any other purpose. This restriction is not 
intended to limit the distribution of this report, which, upon acceptance of the Town of 
East Bridgewater, Massachusetts, is a matter of public record.

The following is my report for 1989:

Estimated receipts of this department were $58,000.00. This included ambulance 
fees, smoke detector inspection and oil burner inspection fees, miscellaneous report 
and permit fees. 
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Outdoor burning dates remain the same, as directed by the state, with 480 permits 
and 887 renewal permits issued from January 15 through May I, 1989. 


Our ongoing manpower shortage, caused by sickness, on job injury, and fringe 
benefits, remains the same with no solution in sight. This department has not had any 
additional firefighter/firefighter-EMTA employment since 1977. Demands on 
services and responses have increased considerably. My recommendation is that the 
Town hire four (4) additional firefighter/firefighter-EMTAs (one for each shift) to 
help remedy this situation.

Report of the War Memorial Committee 


The East Bridgewater War Memorial Committee was appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen in March 1988. This was done on the request of members of the E.B. 
American Legion Post 91 for permission to raise funds for a suitable memorial in 
honor of those men and women who served our country in WW II, Korea and Vietnam 
Wars and to those who gave their lives to protect the American way of life. 


The committee made up of more than twenty-one citizens, many who are 
members of the local American Legion Post 91, with Robert H. Jones as the 
Chairman. The committee met monthly for over a year and a half and worked 
diligently to raise necessary funds and to select a suitable memorial monument and site 
that would be acceptable to all. The Memorial Committee looked at many different 
types of monuments, before their final decision. They discussed at length at meeting 
before they made a final recommendation to the Selectmen and the Town. The goal 
was set to raise $50,000. The recommendation was made to the Board of Selectmen 
with a model of the proposed monument that would be of Vermont Granite and 
erected by the A. Monti Granite Co., of Quincy, Massachusetts. 


The Board of Selectmen were pleased with the proposed model and site on the 
Town Common and voted to approve the recommendation of the War Memorial 
Committee subject to the approval by the State and Town meeting. The committee 
with the help of Selectwoman Irena Swartz set up a meeting in July 1989 with the office 
of Environmental Affairs Directors of City and Town Commons Programs. This 
requirement was due to the strings attached to the $350,000. restoration grant that was 
awarded to the Town. 


The meeting was held with the Committee, the Directors of the State, City and 
Town Commons Program, in the Selectmen’s Office for more than two hours. In 
attendance at the meeting was Irena Swartz of the Board of Selectmen, Sandra Good 
and Richard Alexander both former members of the Town Restoration Committee. 
The committee and all present walked the proposed site on the Town Common and 
discussed the site at length. The State Directors of the City and Town Commons 
Programs recommended that the site be changed from the far end of the Common to 
the area by the walk and flag pole. The committee after due consideration with all 
those present agreed unanimously with none present dissenting, that the site as 
recommended by the State Directors be approved and that an Article to that effect be 
presented to the Board of Selectmen for a special Town meeting to be held in the near 
future.

An Article was submitted to the Board of Selectmen to see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the installation of the proposed monument in honor of the men and women 
in WW II, Korea and Vietnam on the East Bridgewater Common or take any action 
relative there-to. The committee sent a picture of the proposed monument to all 
businesses, households in East Bridgewater, also large colored pictures to all 
restaurants, banks and public buidings in town. 


The Board of Selectmen set the special Town meeting for August 28, 1989. The 
proposed monument and site had been approved by the committee, the Board of 
Selectmen and the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Management City and Town Commons Programs. The Town meeting after due 
deliberation and debate, voted to approve the Article 136 to 71. 


The War Memorial Committee continued to raise funds and worked at length 
with Mr. Jack Kelly and the A. Monti Granite Co., and planned the dedication 
ceremonies for November 11, 1989. The committee made contact with members of the 
families of those men who lost their lives in WW II, Korea and Vietnam to invite them 
to the dedication. Those men who were killed in the wars as stated, have their names, 
rank, branch of service and date and place they died inscribed on the monument. Mrs. 
Janice Lawson, a member of the committee, who did the research on the men who 
died, included the date and place of birth, schools they attended, date they enlisted, 
date and place they were killed. 


The dedication was held on the Town Common in front of the new Memorial 
Monument on November 11, 1989 at 2 P.M. on a very cold and windy day. The 
dedication was attended by some three hundred of the citizens of East Bridgewater and 
at least eighty-five next of kin of those who had their names inscribed on the 
Monument. 


The committee chairman Robert H. Jones took part in the Special Town meeting 
along with a large number of East Bridgewater veterans and their families. On 
December 4, 1989 there was an Article in the warrant to have the new war memorial 
monument moved off the Town Common to the Town Office grounds. The debate on 
the Article was emotional. When the vote was taken it was overwhelming against the 
moving the Monument from its place of honor on the Town Common. A very moving 
speech was made by one of the combat Vietnam veterans, John C. Keefe, Jr., as 
follows: 


My name is John Keefe and I live at 27 Broadmeadow Drive. I am a combat 
Vietnam veteran. 


I am speaking tonight as a veteran, in general, and a Vietnam veteran in 
particular. . 


Peter Moskos (sp), a resident of the town of East Bridgewater, whose name is on 
the town memorial, offered the supreme sacrifice by giving his life while proudly 
serving in Southeast Asia. Peter’s name also appears on the Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial in Washington, D.C., as one of 58,125 menand women who died or are still 
missing. 


In 1919 when the victorious troops came home, men applauded them; women and 
children waved flags. It was the same after WW II, parades, parades, parades. No 
country responded more generously to the men who fought for its freedom and 
survival. 
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Vietnam was different. No parades. The men and women came home one by one, 
alone. Most at night, returning so swiftly the mud on their boots was barely dry and 


their last meal of “C” rations barely digested. Back home, alone, how could you tell 
your family or friends, at the local bar, what it was like. 


Why did we come home alone? We were the product of an advanced, 
technological, cost-efficient, computer-oriented command system. It was easier to 


replace a unit one man at a time rather than to pull out and replace an entire regiment 
or division. 
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The men went into their units one by one, and came home one by one, no parades, 
no speeches, no ceremonies, just hostility, or so the soldiers felt. They discarded their 
uniforms, choked back the tears of leaving their buddies behind, and entered the 
seamless conspiracy of silence, becoming members of the brotherhood of the war that 
never was. 


To quite a few veterans — and other Americans — the dedication of the Vietnam 
Memorial in Washington and the self-organized parade that followed was the turning 
point, the one single event that brought Vietnam back into our daily lives. This was 
about time. I watched the events on television, too scared to be there in person. Tears 
ran down my cheeks every time I saw a Vietnam Veteran touch the wall. I looked at 
each and everyone of them and said, “Welcome Home.” 


That was November 11, 1982. I felt the same emotions on November 11, 1989. I 
said “Welcome Home” to Peter and the other men whose names are etched on the 
Monument honoring the veterans of WW II, Korea and Vietnam. 


You now have a proposal in front of you to move the monument from the Center 
of town to another location. To move this monument would be a step back in time to 
the late 1960's and early 1970’s when the only place for a Vietnam Veteran was a closet 
and become members of that brotherhood of the war that never was. 


I feel that any movement of the Memorial, from its place of honor on the 
Common, would be a slap in the face to all the Vietnam Veterans who gave their lives 
proudly serving their country and to those Vietnam Veterans now residing in the Town 
of East Bridgewater. 


The committee is still in the process of raising the funds for the Monument and as 
this report is being completed January 1990 we have reached the total of some $28,900. 
toward the cost of $43,900, not including some $10,000 in expenses that to date has 
been paid by American Legion Post 91 of East Bridgewater. 


I wish to sincerely thank all the people and business people who contributed to the 
fund drive for this wonderful monument in honor of all the men and women who 
served in WW II, Korea and Vietnam. 


The committee is very appreciative of the cooperation received from the Water 
Department, the Highway Department, Tree Department, Police Department, and 
the Board of Selectmen. Also a special thank you to those who worked so hard, 
sending out over 58,400 pieces of literature to all businesses and residents in town.

- Report of the Board of Assessors 


A full revaluation of all classes of property has been completed as mandated by 
the General Laws of Massachusetts for fiscal year 1989. Real estate values were 
established by Jerome Appraisals Co. of East Providence, RI. 


1989 has been a very productive year for the Assessors. With the 1989 revaluation 
completed, we are currently in Phase II of our plan to computerize the department. 
The Assessors office has acquired a computer and software which will be used in the 
fiscal 1992 full inspection revaluation. 


The services of Appraisal Consultants of New England (ACONE) have been 
contracted to assist in the major project. This same company developed the software 
for use in house by Assessors. Their software has been used successfully for many years 
to achieve certification of values by many southeastern Massachusetts communities. 
ACONE also is held in high regard for their work and professionalism by the 
Department of Revenue as well as the towns they assist. 


When the fiscal 92 revaluation is completed the Board of Assessors and their staff 
plan to use the new system to conduct their work in house. This will result in 
considerable savings for the town especially in a revaluation year. More important is 
the fact that the computer in house along with the training and upgrading of personnel 
will allow the Board to have control of the tax cycle, thus saving the cost of borrowing 
when tax bills are late. The computer should also eliminate the estimated tax bill which 
constrains fiscal spending. 


At the close of 1989, with the computerization of the office, we have already 
begun real estate inspection for the fiscal 1992 full revaluation. With the fiscal 
problems of the commonwealth, it is our earnest desire to see these goals met to assure 
fewer delays and to conduct town business in a more efficient way which result in 
savings for us all.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Planning/Building Department is temporarily housed at the Highway 
Department Office on Willow Avenue during the construction of the Town Office 
Building. 


The combining of the Highway and Planning/ Building offices into what was 
formerly Highway office space has been, I am sure, a trying experience to the Highway 
Surveyor. However, the daily exchange of information between these departments is 
of immeasurable value to both departments and ultimately of benefit to the Town. 


A reorganization of all subdivisions plans by street names has been compiled and 
is filed in the Planning/ Building Department with copies of the majority of the plans 
with the Highway Department. Since 1956, these plans had been filed by subdivision 
or developers names which made researching information very difficult if the 
developer was not known. This new system should allow much quicker researching of 
information on road layouts, grades and drainage easements which become more and 
more important as the Town is developed. 


This year, Dot Simpson was hired for a management position in another field. 
From the level of skill she exhibited while employed in this office, I have no doubt she 
will excel in her new capacity. We wish her well. 


Kristyn Hennessey has been employed to fill the vacancy created. Ms. Hennessey 
has very quickly adapted to the multitude of duties required in this office. 


I also wish to inform the townspeople that without the knowledge, ability and 
dedication of the Administrative Coordinator, Marcia Anapolsky, this office could 
not cope with the many demands of this department. Her ability is not recognized 
outside of the departments that work with her. 


Although there has been a decrease in the number of permits issued in 1989, there 
is still a very great interest in locating in East Bridgewater. 


I feel that the general economic conditions is the only factor which may slow 
growth.

Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater, The 
Conservation Commission submits its report for 1989. 


The Conservation Commission has had an extremely busy year as many of the 
building projects involve wetlands. The Commission received Notice of Intent, held 
necessary Public Hearings, issued Orders of Conditions for such projects, inspected 
projects for Certificate of Compliance when Order of Conditions were completed and 
issued Cease and Desist orders when projects were in violation of the Mass. Wetlands 
Protection Act. The Commission has had to adjust to new rules, new forms and 
increased filing fees as required by the State. 


The Commission was able to purchase additional land which abuts Conservation 
Land at Robinwood Shores. We hope in the near future to have this area ready so that 
the people of the town can have a place to swim and fish at Robins Pond. 


The Commission would like to thank Miriam Houghton and Lucy Young for 
their gifts of land on East & South Street to the Town of East Bridgewater, under 
Conservation Control. Much progress has been made in developing the Meridan Land 
for athletic fields under the direction of Chief John Silva and Brewster Fuller. The 
Commission is anticipating that the fields will be ready for use in the summer of 1990. 


Commission members have been in contact with Southeastern Trout Unlimited 
to develop and improve fishing in the Beaver Brook Area. We are also in the process of 
becoming a member of Adopt A Stream program as this program would be most 
beneficial in keeping rivers and streams clean. 


Again the Commission would like to thank Brewster Fuller, our Consulting 
Engineer, for all the time and effort he has given to the Conservation Commission. 


Regular meetings are held every Tuesday at 8:00 P.M. at the Conservation 
Commission Office at 137 Central Street.

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Report of the Board of Library Trustees 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Expanded services and increased activity described the East Bridgewater Library 
System in 1989. Hours at the public library were extended to provide patrons with 
greater access to its resources. Circulation increased by 14%, museum passes were 
borrowed 202 times (an 82% increase over 1988) and the community room was used 
352 times by 39 different groups. Through a federal grant, the LIFE (Library 
Information for Employment) Center was established containing books, pamphlets 
and videos as well as sponsoring workshops on job hunting techniques. A grant from 
the Massachusetts Council on the Arts and Humanities made it possible to assess local 
history materials in the puublic library and other locations and to begin to plan for 
their use in the town’s schools. State aid was used to purchase new periodical shelving 
and thereby created a more comfortable area in which to browse through the magazine 
collection. When patrons expressed a desire for more videos and books on tape, the 
library expanded its non-print holdings to meet this interest. By using inter-library 
loan services and materials borrowed from the regional bookmobile deposit center, 
patrons had access to a wide range of information. Even the technology of cable 
television was used to the library’s advantage as a monthly program, “Library 
Lowdown” was produced to make people aware of the library’s activities. As a 
community resource available to all East Bridgewater residents, the public library had 
an extremely busy and successful year. 


The Children’s Department was particularly active in 1989. In addition to the 
highly popular “Hats Off to Young Readers” summer program, holiday events and 
storytimes encouraged many children to experience the joys of reading. Starting in 
June, children could register for their own library card and by the end of the year 697 
cards had been issued. Evening hours were added in October allowing families to use 
the whole library at their convenience. A new program, “Tales for Toddlers,” 
introduced two year olds to quality children’s literature while a “Parenting Collection” 
containing materials for caregivers of children age seven through adolescence was 
established with the support of a state grant. In order to provide adequate space for 
this increased activity, the children’s room is currently undergoing renovations. When 
completed, the Children’s Department will provide an environment which encourages 
even greater use of its collection and services. 


Strong community support continued to be one of the library’s most important 
assets. An atlas stand was purchased with donations given in memory of Gunvor 
Davidson and Amy Winsor while contributions in memory of Edna Whitmore 
provided the library with a much needed map case. The Ruth C. Thayer American 
Youth Hostel Memorial Fund sponsored folksinger Ben Tousley, whose performance 
was enjoyed greatly by both children and their parents. Passes to the Museum of 
Science, New England Aquarium, Boston Children’s Museum and the Museum of 
Fine Arts were once again generously donated by the Grace Curley Eastman Fund and 
were used frequently by grateful patrons. 


Many other groups and individuals helped to make the library a vibrant, warm 
community center. The Friends of the Library, under the direction of President 
Joanne Erickson were always ready to assist whether by providing refreshments for 
programs, fundraising, or sponsoring a puppet show. Beautiful flower arrangements 
from the gardens of Gladys Tallman and Olga Kingston added a special touch of 
graciousness to the library’s decor. A “golden oldies” sing-a-long with Dick Hill, a 
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presentation of her slides of China by Pat Bannerman, and art exhibits by Beryl Foster 
and the high shcool art students were other ways in which the community generously 
shared their talents. Volunteers Joan Hausrath, Mary Rice, Michelle Bernard, Winnie 
Riley, Shauna Dolphin, Lissa Davidson, Cathy Hobbs and Michelle Hebert worked a 
total of 203 hours in providing important support for the staff. Special thanks must be 
offered to other town departments and employees, particularly Marilyn Mondeau, 
Paul Kiley and Bob Lundberg, who were instrumental in helping Diane Pacheco 
“learn the ropes” in her first year as library director. 


The public library is but one component of the town’s unified library system. The 
school libraries continued to provide the curriculum support which is so critical to 
academic achievement. Central School Librarian Victoria Boucher and High School 
Librarian Anne Hynes used their many years of professional expertise to maximize the 
purchasing power of limited financial resources. The Middle School Library 
underwent the biggest change as Librarian Anne Wilson resigned in May to move to 
Washington state. Fortunately, Mary Davis was well qualified to assume the duties of 
Middle School Librarian. A certified school librarian who had worked at the 
Intermediate School prior to becoming the public library’s Children’s Librarian, Mary 
brought enthusiasm and experience to her new position. She joined Vickie and Anne 
in providing the students of East Bridgewater with superior service and unsurpassed 
commitment to excellence. 


Other transitions occurred with the staff and Board of Library Trustees. Vincent 
Latlippe was elected to the Board while Richard Murphy filled the unexpired term of 
Leo Donoghue. We regretfully said goodbye to aide Aggie Zentz, page Hong Vuong, 
administrative assistant Rosemary Gillet, and custodian Bob Capachione but were 
pleased to welcome Hannele Vincent, Jennifer Jordan, Lucinda Lyman and Kevin 
Marchant to their respective positions. Recent Wheaton College graduate Anne 
Johnson joined the staff in September as the Children’s Librarian and quickly became 
an important person in the lives of her young patrons. 


Both new and continuing staff members join the Trustees in looking forward to 
1990 with great anticipation. We forsee even greater use of the library’s resources and 
are ready to meet this challenge.

Report of the Old Colony Planning Council 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council, we are pleased to 
present this report of Council activities for 1989. 


The Old Colony Planning Council is the agency designated to serve as the Area 
Agency on Aging; the Metropolitan Planning Organization for Transportation 
Planning; the Regional Clearinghouse for the review of federal and state grant 
applications; and, the Economic Development District responsible for coordinating 
area economic development efforts. Basic to these designated responsibilities, the 
Council is the region’s planning agency concerned with a wide variety of areawide and 
inter-municipal issues and concerns such as land use policy, water supply, solid waste 
disposal, environmental protection, housing and natural resource conservation. The 
Council also assists its member local governments with grantsmanship services and 
local technical planning assistance, and provides socio-economic information on local 
and regional trends. 


In 1989, to further inter-municipal cooperation and to avoid haphazard and 
improper development, the Council established a Development of Regional Impact 
Review process in the Old Colony region. The Council circulated among the member 
municipalities a Memorandum of Agreement that was authorized through the local 
legislative process. Of the fourteen member communities of the Council, ten have 
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approved their participation in an advisory, non-binding review process. This was 
designed to assist local decision-making authorities in evaluating major development 
proposals. The system has already proven to be an important asset in the review of 
development proposals by mitigating several possible problems. 


The proposals reviewed by the Old Colony Planning Council in 1989 for East 
Bridgewater follows: 


e Cumberland Farms Store 
e Integrated Waste Disposal System Project 
e Diamond Realty Trust Development (Carriage Crossing) 


In 1989, Robert W. Smith of East Bridgewater was elected President of OCPC; 
John F. Lenox of Plymouth was elected Council Secretary; and, James A. Kassos of 
Brockton was elected Council Treasurer. 


The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and cooperation of its 
member communities, the participation and involvement of members of the Joint 
Transportation Committee chaired by Mr. John Hurley; the Overall Economic 
Development Committee chaired by Mr. Joseph Joseph; and, the Area Agency on 
Aging Advisory Committee chaired by Ms. Barbara Farnsworth.

Report of the Old Colony Planning Council 
Area Agency On Aging 


As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council, Area Agency on 
Aging Advisory Committee, we are pleased to present this report of the Area Agency’s 
activities for 1989. 


The Old Colony Planning Council, acting as the Area Agency on Aging, is 
responsible for administering Title III funds under the Older Americans Act in the 
twenty-three communities in the service area. The Area Agency funds and coordinates 
a wide range of community, in-home and nutrition services through local Councils on 
Aging and other elder service agencies. In addition, the Area Agency periodically 
conducts surveys to identify the needs of elders and to develop services to address these 
needs. 


During this year, the Area Agency conducted a comprehensive needs assessment 
survey of elders in the entire service area. Four subgroups of the elderly population 
were surveyed: congregate and home delivered meal recipients, elders who participate 
at senior centers, and homebound elders who do not receive home delivered meals. A 
total of 1419 elders were surveyed. The results of the survey were compiled for each 
community and for the entire region. In addition, a small survey of nursing and rest 
home residents was also conducted this year. 
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In 1989, several communities received funding assistance under Title III-B of the 
Older Americans Act. In the area of senior center programs and development, the 
following communities were assisted: Avon for senior center renovations; Brockton 
for the Dorn-Davies Senior Center; East Bridgewater for architectural designs; 
Hanover for minor energy conservation improvements; Plymouth for senior center 
programs; and, Whitman for senior center equipment. 


Other communities which received assistance included Carver for an outreach 
program; Easton for arthritis assistance programs; Hanover for a chore and home 
repair program; and, Plympton for a Rent-A-Kid Program. 


Several regional programs which provide services in all or part of the service area 
also received funding. Included among these regional programs are two programs 
administered by the Area Agency on Aging - The Volunteer Transportation Program 
and the Nursing Home Ombudsman Program. Old Colony Elderly Services 
administered the Emergency Assistance Program for elders with extraordinary needs 
and the Minibus Program which assisted elders in eight communities with group 
transportation. 


Other regional programs funded this year include the legal assistance for elders, 
home health aide, and home-based geriatric mental health programs. Also, several 
programs which assist elders with special needs, including those who are deaf, blind 
and physically disabled, were funded. 


Nutrition services in the form of congregate and home delivered meals continued 
to be funded through Title III-C monies in many communities in the service area. 
During 1989, significant expansion occurred in the nutrition program. New 
congregage sites were established in Hanover, Rockland and at the North Field 
Congregate Housing development in Plymouth. Also, for the first time, kosher meals 
were made available at the South Area Jewish Community Center in Stoughton one 
day per week. These nutrition programs play an integral role in attending to both the 
social and nutritional needs of elders. 


The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and cooperation of 
the Area Agency on Aging member communities, specifically the participation and 
involvement of the members of the Area Agency of Aging Advisory committee and 
officers, Ms. Barbara Farnsworth, Chair., Marshfield, and Ms. Virginia Murray, Vice 
Chair., Plymouth. The Council also recognizes the work of local boards and 
commissions and the many government agencies, public and private institutions and 
individuals who have assisted the Council.

The Board was appropriated $28,000.00 for consulting engineering expense. Of 
that amount we used $1,661.94 for our in house projects. All developers are billed for 
our engineering services and during the 1989 calendar year we collected $15,876.92 for 
this service.

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Report of the 
Southeastern Regional District School Committee 


The Southeastern Regional School District Committee voted unanimously to 
voluntarily reduce their FY90 budget from an increase of 5.43% to 2.5%. This 
reduction, totalling $215,000.00, placed a severe hardship on the school district, 
however, the school committee was aware of local Cherry Sheet reductions for the 
eight towns and the City of Brockton. 


In cooperation with state and local human service agencies, Southeastern 
Technical Institute is providing post-secondary educational programs to adults who 
are dislocated workers, single parents and women who, after a long absence from the 
world of work, are returning to the job market. In addition to the six daytime post- 
secondary programs, Dental Assistant, Medical Assistant, Medical Laboratory 
Technician, Electronic Technology, Licensed Practical Nursing and Computer 
Programming, a new two year evening Practical Nursing Program enrolling twenty 
students will be implemented in January of 1990. A new open ended Office 
Technology Program utilizing computer assisted instruction, data entry, word 
processing, database and spread sheet instruction began in September. 


In keeping with its philosophy of providing quality educational programs, 
Southeastern’s MLT Program was awarded a two year certification by the Committee 
on Allied Health Education and Accreditation. 


An evening Diesel Mechanics Program was initiated with the help of a $50,000.00 
Federal Grant that was awarded to fund and equip this innovative project. 


Curriculum revision and staff development continue to improve the quality of 
instruction. Many staff members have participated in the evaluation process of other 
vocational schools in anticipation of the upcoming evaluation of Southeastern 
Regional by the New England Association of Schools and Colleges, Inc. 


Computer instruction and the use of word processing has become an integral part 
of the English Program. The Business Department is also using new computer 
software to teach typing. Mathematics courses designed to develop and reinforce basic 
skills and to provide practical applications of mathematical principles have been 
introduced this past year. 


Participation in student organizations continues to increase. Thirty students 
belonging to the Distributive Education Club of America competed successfully with 
other vocational students at the regional and state levels. Also, three Vocational 
Industrial Club of America students were selected to compete at the national level in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma. 


Southeastern offers twenty-four high school vocational training programs and 
six Technical Institute post-secondary programs. On October 1, 1988, 1273 students 
were enrolled in the high school and 112 post-secondary students were enrolled in the 
Technical Institute. 


East Bridgewater’s share of the $7,554,454 total budget consists of 5.75%, 
representing 79 students. 


In June 1989, the Southeastern Regional Vocational Technical High School 
graduated 253 students. Guidance Department records indicate that 92% of the 
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members of the Class of 1989 were placed either in full-time jobs or had elected to 
further their education. 


Federal grants from a variety of sources were used to offset equipment costs. 
Federal vocational grant funds were used to purchase plumbing supplies, a robot, 
diagnostic electronic equipment, and a laser printer for the Graphic Arts Department. 
Special Education funds were used to support our Chapter 766 program. Chapter II 


{ 
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funds were used to purchase computers. Commonwealth of Massachusetts Equal - 
Education Opportunity Grant funds were used to purchase academic and vocational 


supplies. 


The school district also received an energy grant from the Commonwealth’s 


Executive Office of Energy Resources. 


These funds were used to retube our boilers and replace over five thousand © 


fluorescent lights and ballasts. 


Southeastern is always seeking new and different ways of conducting its 
educational programs at minimal cost to the taxpayers of the district.

Report of the 
Trustees for Plymouth County Cooperative Extension 


Cooperative Extension is located on High Street, Hanson (on the grounds of the 
County Hospital). Cooperative Extension is a partnership of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, the land-grant college-the University of Massachusetts, 
Amherst and county government. It is a nationwide informal educational program. 


County Agents are specialists in programs targeted to Agriculture and Natural 
Resources; and Communities, Families and Youth (4-H) 


Staff consists of a director, two regional agricultural specialists, a community 
resource development specialist, two home economists, two 4-H agents and a split 
position, 4-H/home horticulture. In addition, Cooperative Extension administers a 
federally funded nutrition education program, The Expanded Food and Nutrition 
Education Progran (E.F.N.E.P.), located in Brockton. This is staffed by a nutrition 
specialist and three program assistants who deliver educational programs to families 
with limited resources. 


Cooperative Extension agents serve the public through planning and conducting 
educational conferences, workshops, phone call consultations, field visits and timely 
newslettrs. 


Plymouth County home economists this year worked with 849 welfare recipients 
using a newly developed curricula by Cooperative Extension specialists called “Life 
Skills”. 


In our 4-H program last year 9,358 youth were enrolled, either in the club 
programs, or exposed to 4-H through short-term projects. 356 volunteers assisted in 
conducting the county 4-H program. 
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3,432 residents received educational newsletter, Garden Clippings, a monthly 
horticulture fact-filled publication. Specialized letters for commercial agricultural 
enterprises are available (Small Fruit, Vegetables, Tree Fruits, Small Farms and 
Livestock) and received by 2,020 residents. 


During this past year over 10,000 educational publication orders were processed 
by the county office staff. Soil ph tests were done for 307 county residents. In 
Plymouth County over 504 educational outreach programs were conducted last year. 


Your County Cooperative Extension office can be of service to you by calling 
(617)293-3541 or 447-5946, Monday through Friday, 8:30 am - 4:30 pm. 


County Cooperative Extension works on key issues related to Youth 
Development, Water, Nutrition Education, Agriculture and Family Life Programs. 
Throughout Plymouth County this agency provides teacher trainings, teen programs 
and projects, volunteer opportunities, and numerous educational programs for all 
ages. 


New this year County Cooperative Extension began a video lending library. 
Brochures on this were distributed to all Town Halls and Libraries. 


Due to budget constraints County Cooperative Extension recently implemented 
a user fee schedule for programs, soil tests and selected newsletters. 


For the past two years Plymouth County Cooperative Extension attempted 
unsuccessfully to transfer the primary funding source from county dollars to state 
funds under the “University of Massachusetts”. Currently the budget is provided by 
the Plymouth County Commissioners with approval by the County Financial 
Advisory Board (one selectman per town represented). Eleven counties in 
Massachusetts, during the past 6 years, have transferred to state funds. Currently 
Plymouth, Bristol and Barnstable remain county-funded. 


The Plymouth County Cooperative Extension budget is supplemented by 
$200,000 of state and federal dollars; primarily to fund the Nutrition Education 
program, to fund educational mailings ($25,000) and 1/10 appropriation toward 
county agent salaries.

Report of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project 


To the Board of Selectmen 
Town of East Bridgewater 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are 
pleased to submit the following report of our activities during 1989. 


The Project is a special district created by the State Legislature in 1957, and is now 
composed of 23 Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton, and the Town of 
Cohasset in Norfolk County. The Project is a regional response to a regional problem 
and provides a way of organizing specialized equipment, specially trained employees, 
and mosquito control professionals into a single agency with a broad geographical 
area of responsibility. 


1989 was a year when overall mosquito production was higher than normal. The 
timing and amounts of rainfall were nearly optimal for the most bothersome mosquito 
species. Every single month from April through September had above normal rainfall. 
Trap collections of flood-water mosquitoes were far greater than ever before, 
significantly exceeding 1988 which had been the record year. In our operating area 
efforts aimed at immature larval mosquitoes were successful, but could not keep up 
with spreading populations. More and more reliance had to be placed on ultra low 
volume spraying to reduce adult mosquito populations to tolerable levels. All sprayers 
and trucks operated well and almost no time was lost to breakdowns. Employees 
pitched in and when needed, overtime work was carried out. 


The threat of the mosquito transmitted disease Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
(EEE) was low in 1989. There was some concern that this season’s outbreak of EEE in 
the mid-atlantic states might spread northward. Some stepped-up spraying was 
carried out. No horse or humas cases occurred. Virus was recovered from bird feeding 
mosquitoes. The recurring problem of EEE in southeastern Massachusetts continues 
to ensure cooperation between this Project and the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health. 


The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater are given below. While 
mosquitoes do not respect town lines, the information given below does provide a tally 
of the activities which have had the greatest impact on the health and comfort of East 
Bridgewater residents. 


Insecticide Application: 6,208 acres were treated using truck mounted sprayers 
for control of adult mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the same site 
if mosquitoes reinvaded the area. The first treatments were made in May and the last in 
September. 


Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which can 
be found in woodland pools, swamps, marshes, and other standing water areas. 
Inspectors continually gather data on these sites and treat with highly specific 
larvicides when immature mosquitoes are present. Last year a total of 50 inspections 
were made to 43 catalogued breeding sites. 


Finally, we have been tracking complaint response time, that is the time between 
notice of a mosquito problem and response by one of our inspectors. The complaint | 
response time in the Town of East Bridgewater was less than two days. 
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Mosquito Species: Coquillettidia perturbans was the dominant mosquito 
collected in the East Bridgewater trap. Other important mosquitoes collected included 
Aedes vexans and Culiseta melanura. 


We encourage citizens or municipal officials to call our office for information 
about mosquitoes, mosquito-borne diseases, control practices, or any other matters of 
concern.

Self Help, Inc., is greater Brockton’s and Attleboro’s anti-poverty agency 
dedicated to improving the quality of life of limited-income individuals and families, 
-and making all segments of the community responsive to the needs of the limited- 
income, disadvantaged and minority. 


During the program year ending September 30, 1989, Self Help received a total 
funding of $9.6M and provided direct services to 77,812 limited-income households in 
the area. 


1175 East Bridgewater residents received direct services totaling $136,184 during 
the program year 1989. 


The total funding of $9,654,308 does not tell the real value of human services 
delivered to the area as a whole. Self Help’s funding enabled us to mobilize an 
additional $1,639,542 of other community resources such as Commonwealth Service 
Corp, contributions from the towns and volunteers. The gross value of Self Help 
during the past program year was $11.3 Million Dollars! 


Self Help currently employs approximately 200 individuals, many of whom are of 
limited income and minorities. 


We feel that the program year 10/1/88 through 9/30/89 was a successful one for 
us and very helpful to our limited-income population. We thank the Board of 
Selectmen, town volunteers and your representative to our Board of Directors, Mr. 
Donald Shurtleff for helping to make our year a success.

Report of the Board of Water Commissioners 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


During the past year the water department generated over $568,544.28 in revenue 
(raised via water consumption) and expended approximately $550,000.00 


The water department has achieved its goal of having the Town 100% metered. 
Efforts are continuing in replacing meters over 20 years old and to see that the last 100 
pieces of property without outside reading registers will be converted. Two hundred 
sixty-two meters were replaced in 1989. Eighty-nine new water services were installed 
in 1989. The following repairs were done - 75 service leaks, 7 main leaks, 9 hydrants 
repaired or replaced, 19 service renewals and 6 freeze ups. 


Work is progressing on the development of a new well site in the Elmwood 
section. The Hudson Street well was purged and overhauled this past year.. 


The contract for the Central Street Reconstruction and Water Main 
Replacement project was signed in the amount of $909,515.40 and work is expected to 
commence in early spring. 


The System Development Account (revenue from new services) had a balance of 
$351,210.00, of which $100,000.00 was allocated for the Central Street project and 
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another $100,000.00 was allocated for acquiring land for a new well site. At present the 
account has a balance of $151,210.00 in reserve for any major projects that would be 
beneficial to the improvement of the water supply system. 


The Board would like to take this opportunity to thank other Town departments 
for their cooperation in working with the water department.

Report of the 
East Bridgewater Town Hall Building Committee 


The Town Hall Building Committee invited bid proposals for the building 
addition in March 1989. It was estimated by Gaffney Architects that the project would 
cost approximately 2.5 million dollars. The 21,000 square foot addition will provide 
modern office space for town government and a new Police Station on the ground 
level. The first bids received ranged from 2.8 million to 3.4 million dollars. The 
committee felt it was necessary to revise the project to stay within the original budget 
figure. 


There were changes made to the plans in many areas including windows, siding, 
heating system and parking lots. The second bid process in July resulted in a range 
from 2.4 million to 2.7 million dollars for the building addition. 


The low bid was within the range discussed at the Annual Town Meeting in April 
that voted approval for this project. The subsequent vote at a Special Town Election 
approved a debt exclusion under Proposition 2 1/2 for a bond issue of 2.6 million 
dollars. 


In August, the Board of Selectmen signed a contract with the qualified low 
bidder, Ciocca Construction of Springfield, Mass. The work began with the 
demolition of the old Town Hall annex in September. The digging of the foundation 
and pouring of concrete took place in the winter. There were many unforeseen 
problems that have caused a delay in the construction. The committee has worked 
diligently in making every effort to correct problems with the construction. We will 
make every effort to insure that the Town Hall addition is well built and functional for 
future generations.

Report of the 
Middle School Building Addition Needs Committee 


The Middle School Building Addition Needs Committee was created at the 
Annual Town Meeting in 1989, “to determine the need for an addition to existing 
school facilities and whether or not the Middle School site would be the appropriate 
place for an addition.” The Town Moderator subsequently appointed seven members 
as directed in the Article. These members include: Mr. Gordon T. Ross, elected 
Chairman; Mr. William Andrews, elected Vice-Chairman; Mr. John Curley, elected 
Secretary/ Treasurer; Mr. Robert Coulter, Mrs. Arlene Fleming, Mrs. Roberta 
McCarthy, and Mr. Peter Spagone. The committee began formal meetings May 17, 
1989, and has met every third Wednesday evening. 


The problem faced by the committee is (that of) overcrowding in the elementary 
schools of the system, a problem which has already seen the transfer of the present 
kindergarten to the available space at the high school. While this is workable, it does 
not provide a long-term solution to the school departments housing needs. 


All projections indicate that the enrollment of the schools is going to continue to 
increase until it reaches 80-85% of the enrollment prior to the closing of the 
Intermediate School. 


This committee is the third study committee to reach this conclusion in the past 
four years. First of all, the committee to study regionalization between the East and 
West Bridgewater School systems pointed out that one of East Bridgewater’s primary 
needs would be additional space. 


Secondly, the Central School Task Force on overcrowding concluded that “a 
building addition is the only long-term solution to the lack of sufficient elementary 
classroom space, therefore, a building study committee should be formed 
immediately.” 


Now that this committee has arrived at the same conclusions, the Middle School 
has become the focus of our investigations, as it appears to be the most practical site 
for an addition for a number of reasons. 


The Junior High Building Committee, as it was called when the present Middle 
School was constructed, planned for the future while building for the present. As part 
of that advance planning, the building was built with both heating and electrical 
capacity to support an addition. These are still in place and fully capable of being 
utilized. The building was designed so that an addition could be built without the 
disruption or shutting down of present activities. 
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We believe that this site is the best possibility for additional classroom space. By 
adding classrooms here, we feel that we can insure adequate classroom space for many 
years to come. 


In addition, 2 factors, the pressing need for additional space, and the financial 
situation of the town, would place the town in the Level Two category for financial 
assistance from the State Department of Education. Level Two is surpassed only by 
new constructin for the purpose of desegregation as a priority. The town would also be 
eligible for 80% reimbursement of the projects cost. This includes new construction, 
site preparation, upgrading of existing facilities, and costs of planning.. 


The committee feels that because of the pressing nature of our overcrowding 
problem and length of time a project of this nature takes, it is important to move 
forward as soon as possible. It is requested that the present Middle School Building 
Addition Needs Committee be made into the Middle School Building Addition 
Committee to provide for continuity and save as much time as possible. The following 
articles have been submitted to provide this transition: 


-“To see if the town will vote to accept the report of the Middle School Building 
Addition Needs Committee, or take any action relative thereto.” 


-“To see if the town will vote to rename the Middle School Building Addition 
Needs Committee to the Middle School Building Addition Committee and add two 
members thereto. The Town Moderator shall be the appointing authority to this 
committee and transfer the sum of $5,000 from the present Middle School Building 
Addition Needs Committee to the Middle School Building Addition Committee for 
developing preliminary plans and other necessary expenses, or take any action relative 
thereto.”

Report of the Housing Authority 


The year 1989 has been another year filled with progress toward improving the 
quality of life and meeting the housing needs of the community through a balanced 
housing program. Not only have there been significant improvements for the residents 
of Riddell Road, but as a result of the conversion and new construction at the former 
intermediate school, the Authority has added 23 new housing units for senior citizens, 
and for the first time, extended similar housing opportunities to families and severely 
handicapped persons. 


The Riddell Road complex of 96 elderly units has been refurbished with a grant 
of $500,000 which saw sidewalk replacements, painting of all exteriors and interior 
common areas, new stoves and refrigerators and new carpeting throughout. 


The conversion of the former high school/intermediate school is nearly 
completed and will provide 23 additional one-bedroom apartments for senior citizens 
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as well as two congregate apartments each of which will accommodate four senior 
citizens in a shared living environment. 


Four duplex houses are also very close to completion and occupancy and 
represent the first subsidized family housing units for low to moderate income families 
in East Bridgewater. 


Recently completed and occupied is the facility for the severely handicapped 
which contains two, four-bedroom apartments to provide community-based housing 
for eight residents. The facility will be staffed by the Department of Mental 
Retardation/ Paul A. Dever School who will provide 24-hour supervision of this living 
environment as well as coordinate various off-site training and personal development 
programs for its residents. The entire project funded entirely by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, Executive Office of Communities and Development is over four 
million dollars in total development and construction funds. 


The results of this expansion activity also brings about significant changes in the 
administration of the Authority. Frank C. Underhill, after 15 years ina leadership and 
management role as Executive Director and Elaine F. Underhill with 15 years of 
faithful and dedicated service as Assistant Executive Director have resigned their 
respective positions due to the additional workload created by this expanded housing 
program. The position of Executive Director will now become a full-time position that 
neither Frank nor Elaine wished to pursue. The Board of Commissioners accepted 
their resignations with regret. Frank Underhill’s contribution to the advancement of 
affordable housing in our community will long be felt. He was one of the guiding 
principals in the intermediate school conversion, and this very complex with the 
additional administrative workload precluded Frank from continuing in the position 
of Executive Director. We will surely miss them both. 


The Board, after a lengthy screening process and interviewing many candidates 
for the position of Executive Director, hired Mrs. Dorothy Simpson. Her abilities and 
experience will be an asset to the Authority and the citizens we serve. 


A sincere thank you to all the various boards, officers and departments of the 
Town who have helped us throughout the year.

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Report of the Chairman 
of the East Bridgewater School Committee 
To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Your School Committee is pleased to report to you on the status of education 
within the school system of East Bridgewater. It is the opinion of the Committee that 
education is being provided to students in college bound, work, industry bound, and in 
special education to the best of our ability within the financial constraints of the town 
to provide. 


The Financial Plan (budget) for the 1990-91 school year is currently in process. 
The Committee has had presentations from our building administrators, directors, 
and the Superintendent, compiled our preliminary budget and submitted it in 
accordance with statute. Our Preliminary Financial Plan included an increase of 
approximately 13 percent. The Financial Plan will be reviewed continually with an eye 
toward reducing the projected increases and balancing the needs of the students with 
the financial ability of the town. 


The Finance Committee of the Town of East Bridgewater has requested that all 
town departments consider submitting budgets that contain no new employees and 
level funded expenses for the 1990-91 fiscal year due to the anticipated financial 
condition of the town. You, the citizens of East Bridgewater, can be assured that the 
requests of the Finance Committee will be given careful consideration by the School 
Committee during all phases of our budget deliberations. 


Providing for increased student enrollment has caused great concern for the 
School Committee. To alleviate overcrowding at the Central School, the 
Kindergarten has been moved to the High School as a short-term solution. 
Additionally, a Building Needs Committee has been voted by town meeting, 
appointed by the Moderator and is currently meeting to develop a solution to the long- 
term building needs of the school system. 


As we continue our budget deliberations for the 1990-91 school year, additional 
concerns of the Schoo] Committee requiring some type of action are the MY TURN 
program for the non-college bound students, revision of our pupil transportation 
policy, Special Education costs, and maintenance of our buildings. As our buildings 
age, more and more maintenance is being required (our new school, the Middle 
School, is now 25 years old). The Committee also believes that maintaining our 
current level of educational services is essential to the students we try to serve. 


Your School Committee will continue to do the very best we can with the dollars 
you provide to maintain our excellent school system, and to help us do this, we seek 
your help and advice at our budget meetings and we wish to thank you for your 
previous support. Further, we wish to thank the various departments and offices of the — 
town for their able assistance which makes our task of running the schools much 
easier.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
To the East Bridgewater School Committee and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


I am pleased to submit the report of the Superintendent of Schools and the 
Administrative Team for 1989. Ten major goals were addressed by the Superintendent 
and School Committee this year. The following is a summary of the progress which 
was made in meeting these goals: 


Goal #1 
Create a task force to study short term and long term solutions to the 
overcrowding at Central School. 


Status: Completed 


Comment: Mr. Frye did an excellent job of chairing a representative task force 
which presented its recommendations to the School Committee in February. 
The School Committee voted to transfer all kindergarten classes to the High 
School as a short term solution to overcrowding. The Annual Town Meeting 
voted to create a Middle School Buildig Needs Committee which has already 
held its first meeting to begin work on long term space needs at the elementary 
level. This should take from three to four years to complete. A very sensitive 
issue was handled in a most constructive manner. 


Goal #2 
Complete a long range maintenance plan for facilities and grounds. 


Status: Completed 


Comment: A three year maintenance plan was completed by Mr. Achin in 
conjunction with the building principals and head custodians for all three 
schools and grounds. A presentation was made to the Committee in January. 
The plan is now on hold due to lack of funds; however, some areas will be 
addressed during routine maintenance activities. The plan will be updated 
annually. 


Goal #3 
Study the need for a system-wide administrator for curriculum and instruction. 


Status: Completed 


Comment: The need for a system-wide administrator for curriculum and 
instruction was listed as one of the highest priorities by the Horace Mann 
Teacher Committee. The priority was also confirmed by the Administrative 
Team. Funding was requested in the FY 1990 budget for this position but fiscal 
constraints necessitated its deletion from the final proposed FY 1990 school 
budget. The need still persists. 


Goal #4 
Study the recommendations of the Horace Mann Teacher Committee regarding 
curriculum. 


Status: Completed 


Comment: A comprehensive report was made to the School Committee in 
September. A detailed written report was filed with the School Committee and 
the Superintendent. A Saturday workshop was held in Mansfield for the 
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Administrative Team who spent the day reviewing the recommendations of the 
Horace Mann Teacher Committee. The Administrative Team endorsed the 
main recommendations of the Horace Mann Teacher Committee. The primary 
recommendations of the Horace Mann Teacher Committee dealt with the need 
for a system-wide position to coordinate curriculum and instruction, the need 
for more formalized written curriculum, and greater emphasis on staff training 
and support activities for teachers. 


Goal #5 
Study the recommendations of the Director of Pupil Personnel Services 
regarding health education. 


Status: Completed 


Comment: Mrs. Levine made her original recommendations to the School 
Committee in June 1988. A follow up report was made to the School Committee 
in May 1989. In addition to a study of the recommendations, progress has been 
made in implementing a number of the recommendations. A grant was procured 
through the Governor’s Alliance Against Drugs Program to begin the process of 
developing a comprehensive K-12 substance abuse program. Project DARE was 
implemented at both the Central and Middle Schools and programs on physical 
and sexual abuse are being developed for Central. A primary need was identified 
— the importance of a health education specialist K-12 for the East Bridgewater 
Public Schools was cited. 


Goal #6 
Study the feasibility of extending the use of the IBM System 36 computer at the 
Southeastern Regional School District. 


Status: Completed 


Comment: After reviewing the services available through Southeastern 
Regional and the IBM System 36 computer, it has been decided not to extend the 
hardware and lines to the Central and Middle Schools. Three terminals are 
presently operable in the Central Office and two in the High School Office. A 
third terminal is planned for the High School Guidance Office. Central Office 
use is for financial accounting, attendance, and personnel accounting. The High 
School use will be for scheduling, report cards, attendance, and purchasing. 
Consultant services are required to run the various programs. Extended use of 
the IBM System 36 will be made as time and funding allow. 


Goal #7 
Review and revise existing School Committee Policy where necessary. 


Status: Incomplete 


Comment: No real effort has been made in order to achieve this goal. Perhaps 
an outside consultant such as MASC should be considered for next year. 


Goal #8 
Develop the fiscal 1990 school budget. 


Status: Completed 


Comment: After a complex and comprehensive budget building process, a 
fiscal 1990 school budget was passed by the Annual Town Meeting which funds 
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all existing programs plus allows for three additional teaching positions at the 
Central School. Communications with the Finance Committee continue to be 
constructive. Working relatiohships with town officials are excellent. One major 
budget concern for FY 1990 is the status of the $79,000 EEO Grant which will be 
used to fund the new positions at Central. 


Goal #9 


Monitor the major renovations at Central and Middle Schools. 
Status: Completed 


Comment: The new roof and burners were installed in a timely manner at 
Middle School during the Summer. The drainage problem at the Middle School 
was corrected this Spring. The installation of a new fuel tank, boilers, and 
burners at the Central School was also completed in a timely manner this 
Summer. This project also involved asbestos removal. An alarm system was also 
installed at Central this past Summer. While some problems persist with the 
burners at both schools which have been referred to Briggs for corrective action, 
Mr. Achin, Mr. Collins, Mr. Frye, Mr. Curley, and Mr. Murphy did an 
outstanding job of insuring the success of these important projects. The total 
cost of $360,000 was $140,000 less than the original estimate. 


Goal #10 


Develop a closer working relationship with the East Bridgewater Educational 
Advisory Council. 


Status: Completed 


Comment: The East Bridgewater Educational Advisory Council has been 
instrumental in assisting the East Bridgewater Public Schools this year with the 
Middle School Parents Advisory Committee, the Overcrowding Task Force, 
and School Improvement Councils, as well as encouraging parent volunteers. 
Monthly reports to the School Committee at its regular meetings have also 
helped develop a closer working relationship. The addition of the immediate 
past chairperson of the East Bridgewater Educational Advisory Council to the 
School Committee should also help foster a constructive relationship. 


My thanks to the School Committee for its continued support and direction, as 


well as my Administrative Team who share the responsibility of caring for our 
students in a most professional manner. A special acknowledgement for my office staff 
who provide loyal and valuable service to the East Bridgewater Public Schools.

Report of the Director of Pupil Personnel Services 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased to submit to you this report on the delivery of special services to East 
Bridgewater students. During the 1988-89 school year, 379 students were served 
through various special education programs. Of this number 87% were served within 
our own classrooms and programs. 


We continued to have a fully integrated special services delivery model at the 
elementary level. In this model the students remain in their regular classrooms while 
receiving help from the special needs staff. This model has been very successful in 
helping students to retain their self esteem while coping with learning problems. The 
fact that it works so well is a credit to the regular and special education teachers 
involved and to the many aides who help carry out the program. 


At the Middle School special services were again provided through a 
combination of mainstreaming and pull-out programs based on the strengths and 
needs of the students. In addition, two substantially separate programs continued to 
meet the needs of students who required more individual and continual attention than 
could be otherwise provided. The range of services available to special needs students 
at the Middle School is such that only very extreme cases need to be placed in outside 
programs. The dedication and accepting attitude demonstrated by the special services 
staff and by the administration enhance the chances for success for all special students 
at the Middle School. 


The High School continued to provide resource help to students with special 
needs through highly individualized instruction. As at the other schools, this 
instruction was supplemented with speech therapy or adaptive physical education 
services where necessary. The 1988-89 school year was the final year for the High 
School Special Needs Vocational Program that was taught by Mr. Mitchell. Due toa 
decreasing number of students in this program and an increasing need for space within 
the system, the decision was made, with regret, to discontinue the program. 


During the 1988-89 school year, 136 students were referred for initial evaluations. 
An additional 107 students took part in re-evaluations. The vast majority of these 
evaluations took place within our system. A small amount were performed at the 
R.E.A.D.S. diagnostic clinic or at private clinics or hospitals. The number of initial 
evaluations was considerably higher than during the preceding year. The increased 
number of referrals were seen primarily at the middle and high school levels. However 
the overall number of students placed in special needs programs did not significantly 
increase. 


Approximately 48 students were placed in programs outside of East Bridgewater 
during the 1988-89 school year. These students represented low incidence handicaps, 
behavioral disorders, and early childhood disabilities which cannot currently be 
addressed within our own programs. Most of these students were placed within formal 
or informal collaborative programs although several required private placements. As 
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space needs are addressed in relation to the schools, it will continue to be important to 
give consideration to providing space for the creation of programs within our system 
so that some of these students might be returned from out of district programs. 


Fiscal year 1989 was very successful in terms of grant monies awarded for use in 
addressing the needs of both students and staff. Total grant funding for the year 
amounted to $235,484. 


The purposes to which the grant monies were applied included the purchase of 
audio-visual, computer and graphic arts equipment, and the training of teachers in the 
areas of math, science and process writing. 


Other grant funds were used to hire special needs aides at the Central School to 
implement the mainstream model there. Funds were also used to staff the Chapter I 
math and reading remedial program at the Middle School, and to provide adaptive 
physical education services at all three schools. An ESL (English as a Second 
Language) tutor was also funded through grant monies. 


We again received monies from the Chapter 188 Early Childhood Grant. These 
funds were used to address community early childhood needs by providing an early 
childhood coordinator, a resource library, an early childhood specialist, playground 
equipment and various outreach endeavors. Once again we received tremendous 
support from the community through their participation in the Early Childhood 
Advisory Council. 


In fiscal year 1989 East Bridgewater received funding under the Governor’s 
Alliance Against Drugs Grant Program in the amount of $5,328 which we used, in 
part, to pay for training town police officer, Michael Kennedy, in the D.A.R.E. 
program (Drug Abuse Resistance Education). Officer Kennedy then very ably 
implemented the D.A.R.E. program in the Middle School and was enthusiastically 
received by both students and staff. This was yet another instance of the community 
working together for the betterment of its children. 


In summary, the total amount of $235,484 that was received in grant monies in 
fiscal 1989 was spent to address a broad range of needs and to provide supplies, 
equipment and services to a large number of students and staff. Both the regular and 
special education programs were enhanced through the availability of these funds and 
gratitude is hereby expressed to the staff who assisted with their applications and 
administration.

Report of the Principal of the Central School 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


It is with pleasure that I submit the Annual Report for 1989 as the Principal of the 
Central School. The October Ist enrollment was 878 students in grades K-4. This 
makes the Central School one of the largest elementry schools in the state. Mrs. Mary 
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Ann Morrissey, Assistant Principal, has proven to be an exceptionally competent 
administrator. She works closely with the teachers in support of daily instruction and 
is directly responsible for all special needs programs in the building. The professional 
staff provides the students with an excellent foundation in our basic reading and math 
curriculum. The East Bridgewater educational philosophy which places great 
emphasis on the “uniqueness of the individual learner” is evident at the Central School 
in every classroom. 


This has been a year of significant change for the school with the Task Force on 
Overcrowding vote in February to recommend that the entire kindergarten class be 
transferred to the High School beginning in September 1989. After the School 
Committee vote in March, there was a massive amount of work which lasted 
throughout the late spring and summer. There was a complete furniture move, 
repainting, new deck, fence and many adjustments to relocate the entire class into the 
“kindergarten annex” which is on the main floor near the auditorium. There was an 
informational night in June prior to the regular pre-school screening program. The 
kindergarten teachers held an Open House on September 13th, and the first day of 
kindergarten for 201 children began at the High School on September 14, 1989. The 
class has only been in session for the past four months; however, the children, parents, 
staff, and virtually everyone who comes into contact with the kindergarten annex is 
extremely impressed. This is certainly a positive reflection upon the teachers: Mr. 
McLaughlin, Mrs. DeLorenzo, Mrs. Rosewell, and Mrs. Ferris, and the support staff. 
The school system is to be congratulated for the successful manner in which this major 
change has taken place with an entire grade level and two schools involved with only 
minor problems. 


The enrollment continues to grow, which is a cause for concern regarding larger 
classes each year.

This growth pattern will cause some type of internal building reorganization for next 
year that is not defined at this time. The School Committee, along with the Middle 
School Building Addition Committee, has begun to develop long range plans for this 
issue of overcrowding at the Central School. 


The popular, well-liked, grade two teacher, Mrs. Amber Sheibley, retired after 22 
years in the teaching profession. She contributed a great deal to the school with her 
enthusiasm and concern for the children. Mrs. Ann Flannery returned from maternity 
leave to teach grade two this year. Mr. Vincent Mitchell transferred from within the 
system to the Central School in the area of special needs teaching. 


There were two new teachers selected for positions on the Central School staff. 
There were 105 applicants for these positions and 36 were interviewed by the teacher 
screening teams. Mrs. Morrissey and I interviewed 8 finalists from this exceptional 
field of candidates. 
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Mrs. Joanne McDonald, Kingston, MA, was appointed as a first grade teacher 
for the 1989-90 school year. She is a recent graduate of Bridgewater State College, 
with a Bachelor of Science degree in Elementary Education (Magna Cum Laude). 
Mrs. McDonald taught grade one at the Maquan School in Hanson and grade six at 
the Hobomock Elementary School in Pembroke on a long term substitute basis. She 
has outstanding recommendations from her supervisors. 


Mrs. Margaret Broadbent, Bridgewater, Mass., was appointed as a third grade 
teacher. She is a recent graduate of Bridgewater State College, with a major in 
Elementary Education (Cum Laude). Mrs. Broadbent student taught at the Central 
School in grade three for sixteen weeks, then worked as a Special Needs Aide in grade 
four for the remainder of the year. She has demonstrated an exceptional interest, 
commitment, and obvious dedication to the teaching profession. 


The special needs aide program is vitally important to the overall function of the 
regular classroom program, especially considering class size. In this school all special 
needs children are mainstreamed in the regular classroom. There were several people 
who joined the staff as aides this year: Miss Karen Gallagher, Miss Mary E. 
Weidenfeller, and Mrs. Nora Moukalled. 


There were also two aides hired for the kindergarten, under the state Chapter 188 
Grant: Mrs. Kathy Johnson and Mrs. Mary Ann Corthell. This is the fourth year of 
the grant which has a focus on Early Childhood issues. The leadership of Mrs. Leslie 
Whitlock, Program Coordinator, has increased community awareness, especially 
among daycare providers, of our commitment to Early Childhood Education. 


The Early Childhood Resource Center at the public library, parent workshops, 
Task Force meetings, contact with daycare providers and the E.C.H. directory are all 
objectives of this grant. This leads to a closer relationship between the school and the 
pre-school population in town. 


The Central School utilizes the basal reading programs, Scribner and Houghton 
Mifflin, to better meet the individual differences of the children. This eclectic 
approach is under the direct supervision of Mrs. Maureen O’Neil, Reading specialist. 
She establishes three reading groups of different levels in each classroom for a 
heterogeneous mix of the students. The groups advance at their own pace; therefore, a 
wide range of achievement occurs at each grade level. The individual children are also 
moved from group to group if warranted. The math program is under thé direction of 
Mr. Jack Shea, Math/Computer Specialist. We use the Addison Wesley Math 
Program, along with a variety of supplemental materials. The emphasis at this level is 
a “hands-on” approach with the children using manipulatives stressed in the “Math 
Their Way” program. Mr. Shea is very much involved with staff training that insures 
our teachers are fully aware of current teaching strategies. The computer is an integral 
part of our instructional program with computers located in every classroom, 
including kindergarten. Mr. Shea has been involved in selecting appropriate software, 
along with peripheral computer equipment. 


The school received national recognition from Apple Computer Co. through a 
project submitted by Mr. Shea entitled “Computer Use at Central School”. This first 
place award included a Macintosh computer with laser printer, and a trip to 
Washington D.C. Perhaps the most important aspect was the well-deserved 
recognition for excellent school-wide computer instruction under Mr. Shea’s 
enthusiastic leadership. 
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The Assistant Principal is directly responsible for supervision of the Special 
Services Team. Mrs. Morrissey meets with the team bi-weekly to insure that each 
child’s educational plan is appropriate and implemented to the best of our ability. The 
integrated model that we use where all special needs service is provided in the regular 
classroom is widely recognized as the most desirable and least restrictive type of 
program for young children. 


The guidance counselors, Mrs. Lois Southworth and Mrs. Judith Belk, are 
responsible for all student class assignments from grade to grade. There is careful 
consideration of reading level, and the learning style of each student. In addition, they 
place new students in appropriate classes and do any specialized testing that may be 
required. They also are very much involved with child abuse and neglect programs, 
and act immediately in crisis intervention situations. 


The children receive special subject instruction on a weekly basis. Mrs. Mary 
Anne Rebhan teaches Music, along with creating very successful Christmas and spring 
concerts. Mrs. Katherine Douglas has an exceptionally creative Art program that 
features “centers”where the children may choose from multi-media materials. The 
Physical Education program designed by Mrs. Carolyn Post is a model of 
developmentally appropriate curriculum for young children. The Central School 
librarian, Mrs. Victoria Boucher, reports an annual circulation of over 20,000 books 
and the school-wide emphasis on reading is certainly enhanced by the library program. 


There are a wide variety of cultural programs for the children that are sponsored 
by The Parents for the Arts. Mrs. Marilyn Narcotta, along with Mrs. Maryjo Martin, 
Mrs. Jean McAuley and Mrs. Linda Buckley have been instrumental in raising the 
funds that brought Skylab, mime, storytellers, musicians, puppets, drama and 
character actors to the students. 


We greatly appreciate the dedication and commitment that Safety Officer 
Kennedy has again shown in teaching the children about school bus evacuation, 
children’s safety issues, and child abuse prevention for the staff. This program, which 
is endorsed by Chief Silva, gives the children a very positive image of the Police 
Department, along with an understanding of the importance of safe practices and 
making wise choices. 


We appreciate support from other town departments as well. Deputy Fire Chief 
Hennessey does an excellent “Captain No Burn” fire prevention program for the 
children. He brings in examples of how fires have started and demonstrates the air 
pack with mask that firemen wear into homes. Mr. Trudeau of the Highway 
Department is most cooperative in making repairs to the playground and parking 
areas. 


The first floor classrooms were repainted this summer and the adjoining hallway 
was retiled. There were energy-saving fluorescent lights installed with plans to 
eventually upgrade all the lights in the building. We have a concern with the windows 
in the wooden section of the building and there will have to be major repairs at some 
point in the future. 


This building has thirty-two rooms which are cleaned and maintained by the 
Head Custodian, Mr. E. Russell Murphy, and his two men. Mrs. Jeanette O’Day, 
along with the cafeteria workers, prepare over 350 meals a day. The school nurse, Mrs. 
Hope Wilson, tests each child for proper vision, along with height and weight 
measurements. The very competent school secretaries, Mrs. Tesson and Mrs. Collins, 
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are best known to the children and parents as the friendly, helpful people in the office 
that really run the school. 


The central office staff with Mr. Achin, Administrative Assistant, Mrs. Levine, 
Pupil Personnel Director, and Mrs. Sullivan, Director of School Lunch, are most 
helpful. We can always count on this staff for support on a variety of issues. Mr. 
Mitchell, I would like to again express my sincere appreciation for your support of the 
Central School this year. I have found your advice and encouragement vital in the 
administration of the school. The School Committee with Chairman, Mr. John 
Leonard, has always endeavored to provide an exceptional school system for the 
citizens of East Bridgewater.

Report of the Principal of the Middle School 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased to submit my annual Report as Principal of East Bridgewater 
Middle School. 


The enrollment as of December 1989, was 643 students. The distribution of these 
students by grade is as follows: Grade 5, 150; Grade 6, 176; Grade 7, 144; and Grade 8, 
173. It is interesting to note that the figure of 630 was the number projected for the 
school year. The Middle School program, as it presently exists, utilizes all the 
classrooms available in the building to serve this student population. 


This past year, a Task Force was established to examine the problem of 
overcrowding at the Central School. In the course of its deliberations, the 
recommendation to house the Kindergarten at the High School was proposed to solve 
the immediate issue of lack of classroom space in the Central School. As a short-term 
solution, this has proved feasible, but the problem of increasing enrollment continues. 
The present Kindergarten class has over two hundred students, and when the class 
enters the Central School, there will be no classroom space unassigned. 


A second, and possible long-term solution, was the formation of a Middle School 
Building Addition Needs Committee. At the April, 1989 Town Meeting, Article 44 
was voted. It stated: “ARTICLE 44 — Voted to create a Middle School Addition 
Building Needs Committee consisting of seven members to be appointed by the Town 
Moderator and to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 for developing 
preliminary plans and other necessary expenses for an addition to the Middle School.”

At the organizational meeting held on May 17, 1989, an election was held, and the 
following were selected by the committee to hold offices: Mrs. Gordon 
Ross—Chairman; Mrs. William Andrews-Vice Chairman; and Mrs. John 
Curley—Secretary/ Treasurer. 


The Building Addition Needs Committee has focused primarily on the issue of 
enrollment. Projected and actual student numbers reflect a consistent pattern of 
growth and the need for housing for elementary school students. All indicators 
constantly show that there is a gradual increase in in-migration which is difficult to 
precisely ascertain. The Middle School alone has had sixteen new students enroll in 
the past four-month period. 


A second area that has been under consideration is the re-assignment of grade 4 to 
the Middle School if an addition is built. This would open classroom space at the 
Central School, and the Kindergarten could return to that building. If that solution is 
the decision of the town, then the Middle School population would demand additional 
classroom and support space. The new grade configuration, 4-8, would have the 
following effect on Middle School enrollment if the actual numbers of students 
presently in the system is used as a base:

These figures are a good indication of the fact that both the Central and the 
Middle School are crowded and all available space is being utilized to service our 
students. The need for elementary classroom space is obvious. 


This past year has proved to be a very productive year at the Middle School. Our 
entire school community worked together to accomplish the major goals which were 
adopted at the beginning of the year. The positive attitude and cooperative effort of 
faculty, staff, community, volunteer groups and administration has been a major 
contributing factor to this school’s growth this past year in the areas of curriculum 
development, new programs for students, parent groups and major building 
maintenance. Major program improvements involved the implementation of the 
Study Skills Curriculum, grades 5-8; the complete Scribner Reading Series, grades 5 
and 6; the grade 8 Social Studies curriculum; a new scope and sequence for the 
Addison-Wesley Mathematics series, grades 5-8, as well as the piloting of World 
Geography material in grade 7 and new English books in grade 5. 


In Service time was used primarily for staff development purposes. Dr. Robert 
Brooks, Director of the Adolescent Program at McLean Hospital, presented a 
comprehensive workshop on “Student And Teacher Self-Esteem.” Barbara Dane and 
Linda Rief, noted presenters in the area of Process Writing, worked with staff on 
several occasions. Additionally, staff spent time developing curriculum in Science, 
Social Studies and Sex Education. 
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Curriculum assessment is a continual process, both by the staff and Mrs. Robin 
Billing, the curriculum specialist. Changes are monitored during the implementation 
phase, and evaluation takes place after an appropriate amount of time is spent 
working with new and innovative ideas. There are also several objective measures used 
on a yearly basis. The school system administers the S.R.A. Achievement Tests yearly 
to selected grades, specifically grade 6 and 8 at the Middle School. The 1989 results 
showed that the sixth grade class (136 students total) and the eighth grade class (170 
students total) had a Grade Equivalent Score as follows:

One can see that these are very positive results in this achievement test. 


The results of the Massachusetts Test of Basic Skills, given to our sixth grade, 
showed 92% passed Reading, 96% passed Mathematics and 98% passed the Writing 
Test. 


Another indicator, although selective, was our participation in the New England 
Mathematics League contest. Last year Mr. Deasy’s seventh grade Math class came in 
second in Plymouth County, and two students, Andrew Holmes and Tony Ferreira, 
tied for third in this contest. While this reflects on a small portion of our curricula and 
student body, it does show that the students are more than competitive when 
compared with other students and schools. 


Activities for our student body were expanded so that many new opportunities 
were available to them. Two Student Interest Workshops were held, each with over 
thirty different classes offered. These workshops were designed to give the entire staff 
and the students a chance to enjoy a fun/learning activity in an informal setting. 
Classes were given in areas such as Landscape Design, French Language and Culture, 
chess, Seashore Exploration and a softball game with the East Bridgewater Police 
Department. Grade 5 students were offered participation in Nature’s Classroom, a 
week-long period in which they will travel to a site in western Massachusetts to live ina 
group setting and to explore the outdoors in a natural setting. The student newspaper, 
“The Grapevine”, was produced, and this involved approximately fifty of our students 
in all aspects of writing and publishing. The Drama Club’s annual play, “Ducktails 
and Bobby Sox” sold out for every performance but more importantly had over eighty 
students involved in some facet of the production. Many of our eighth graders 
attended the six-week summer program at Bridgewater State College sponsored by 
Project Contemporary Competitiveness which services the academically talented 
youth in our school. 


There were also some significant individual honors of note: Miss Jessica Perrault, 
a seventh grader, was among 50 students selected in the United States from over 5,300 
youths who entered the Respecteen Youth Forum Contest. Her letter to 
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Representative Brian Donnelly referred to the need for better drug and alcohol 
programs for students. She traveled to Washington, D.C., met with members of the 
United States Congress, and represented the state of Massachusetts at the Forum. Her 
participation in the contest was the direct result of work done in Mrs. Kathleen 
Teahan’s English class and Mrs. Regina Ladouceur’s Literature class. 


Nine students from Mrs. Virginia Doherty’s science class were selected by the 
Boston Museum of Science to participate in their Inventors Weekend. This program 
invites students to submit original, unusual inventions, and over twenty-five hundred 
applicants from the New England region were involved. After the exhibition, three 
students were invited to appear on the “Dr. Fad” television show. Patti Buckley, 
William Sorrenti, and William Corbett went to Philadelphia this past fall and 
demonstrated their inventions on national television. 


This past year, many parents and members of the East Bridgewater community 
gave many hours of time and effort in support of various activities. The membership of 
these groups was as follows: East Bridgewater Parent Advisory Committee — Joanne 
Erickson, Toni Finlay, Jane Alexander Haines, Debbie McDermott, Mary Nordin, 
Kristin Peix, Patricia Perry, and Karl A. Smith; East Bridgewater Middle School

Peix, and Mary Harris; School Store Parent Volunteers — Ginny Watson, Linda 
Murphy, Bonnie Taylor, Donna Payton, Cathy Pittsley, Linda Hudson, Maureen 
Hill, and Judy Hanson; Student Hand Book Review Committee — Susan Muir and 
Lois Sullivan; Middle School Parents & Teachers For The Arts — Millie LeBlanc, 
Jeanne McAuley, Linda Buckley, Theresa Farnham, and Marilyn Narcotta. Because 
of their commitment to the improvement of the Middle School program, our students 
have enjoyed a more enriched and productive experience.

This past summer, Mrs. Sandra Toepfer, Chapter I teacher, passed away. 
Although Sandy was with us for only one year, she managed to greatly improve the 
services offered to her students. She will be sadly missed by our school community, for 
she epitomized professionalism and commitment to the teaching profession. 


In closing, I would like to thank you, Mr. Mitchell, and your staff for your 
support this past year. Certainly the entire staff of the Middle School should also be 
recognized for their efforts, for they have provided an excellent program for our 
student body.

Report of the Principal of the High School 
Dear Mr. Mitchell, 


It is with pleasure that I submit the annual report of the High School for the year 
1989. The enrollment at the opening of school in September 1989, was as follows: 
Grade 9 — 152, Grade 10 — 136, Grade 11 — 139, Grade 12 — 147, for a total of 574 
students. While recent years have seen a gradual decline in High School enrollment, it 
is important to note that expansion of program offerings has required the use of 
regular classrooms for special purposes. Program development and the inclusion of 
the kindergarten in the High School building means that figures can be deceiving and 
the High School is nearing capacity usage for our present program. A leveling of 
enrollment and a gradual return to higher enrollment, reflecting the present 
elementary influx is anticipated for the 90’s. 


The year 1989 saw little change in the staffing at the High School. Mr. James 
Scroggs, a popular teacher in the English Department, resigned to relocate on the west 
coast. We were fortunate in being able to replace him with the appointment of Mr. 
Michael Dunphy. Mr. Dunphy formerly taught in the Whitman Public Schools for 14 
years. He has a Bachelor of Science Degree and a Masters Degree in Educational 
Administration from Bridgewater State College. He is an outstanding teacher with 
particular expertise in the teaching of writing. 


A personal and professional loss came about with the resignation of Mrs. Mary 
Sue McGrath, secretary to the principal. Mrs. McGrath was instrumental in the 
initiation of the software program for the administrative use of computers and the 
organization and development of our in-house capability for computer attendance, 
scheduling and mark reporting. Without her dedication the High School would not 
have accomplished all that it has in this area in such a comparatively short time. While 
Mrs. McGrath’s departure was keenly felt by all, again we were fortunate in acquiring 
the services of Mrs. Dorothy Frost, another committed professional with extensive 
experience as an administrative secretary in the Avon Public Schools. 


We also regretted losing the assistance of Mrs. Kathleen Keefe, a dedicated 
special needs aide. Mrs. Sylvia Slater has been appointed to fill this position, working 
with the Special Education Department. Mrs. Slater had several years of experience as 
an aide at Southeastern Regional Voc.-Tech. School. The fall resignation of Mr. 
William Romaneicki resulted in the addition to the faculty of Mrs. Nancy Miller as 
our Project Employ-vocational teacher. 


The High School continues to emphasize academic motivation and the 
achievement of our students as our primary goal. The successful preparation of all of 
our students for entering college or a chosen career is our measure of accomplishment. 
Each year the High School develops school-wide goals which correlate with the 
departmental goals determined by the faculty. The goals are a statement of our 
priorities for our students as their needs are evaluated, along with general system 
commitments. The 1989-90 priority goals are: 


I. Emphasis on education for the 21st century — a global perspective 
II. Instruction for moral education — focus on social responsibility 
III. Continued development of cultural awareness and critical thinking and writing 
skills 
IV. Development of the program for At Risk students 
V. Expansion of the Academic Awareness program 
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VI. Evaluation of our computer programs 
VII. Community awareness of academic endeavors 
VIII. Refinement of the administrative computer programs: attendance, scheduling 
and grade reporting 
1X. Improvement of student attendance and punctuality 
X. Earlier completion of our professional evaluations 
XI. Coordination of in-service by Faculty Advisory Council 
XII. Integration of new secretary into all administrative procedures 
XIII. Assistance with the assimilation of the kindergarten into the High School, 
inclusion of the kindergarten into High School curriculum areas 


In the third year of the positions, our curriculum coordinators have continued to 
demonstrate the importance of an on-going evaluation of the instructional program, 
the effectiveness of scope and sequence review, and the support of faculty that can be 
provided through the common development of texts, materials and objectives. The 
educational leadership provided by our curriculum coordinators, Mr. Ron Abate, 
Mrs. Judy Childress, Mr. George McCabe and Mrs. Leanna Russell, has been 
exemplary. 


The High School continues to have a graduating class that sends approximately 
60% of its students onto higher education and 40% directly into careers or military 
service. The results of the Scholastic Aptitude Test for the Class of 1989 were very 
satisfactory. The statistics show that those students who chose college level subject 
areas, prepared for and were admitted to four year college programs have better than 
average aptitude and potential. The S.A.T. mean scores for 34% of the Class of 1989, 
those who chose a 4 year college program, were 481 in English and 530 in Math. The 
total mean scores for the 57% of the class that took the S.A.T. test, icluding those who 
planned 2 year college programs, were 438 in English and 465 in Math. 


Another on-going goal of the High School has been to provide equal opportunity 
for those students who choose a vocational program. The success of the Industrial 
Education (Technology Ed.) program attests to the interest of many of our students in 
these areas. Along with electives in Technology Education, Business and Home 
Economics, students are able to take part in two career exploration and employment 
preparation programs, Project Employ and My Turn. These programs assist students 
with job placement and the My Turn program, which is a contracted service, is able to 
provide a 13th year of follow-up and job monitoring. 


While the majority of our students experience achievement and success, we are 
concerned that there is an increasing number of students who are at risk for not 
completing high school due to a variety of factors, including poor attendance, low 
motivation, dysfunctional family environments, emotional and behavioral problems. 
Coordinated by Assistant Principal Diane Lande, a faculty committee has 
volunteered to develop a pilot program for those students identified as being at risk. 
This group has identified at risk students according to determined criteria and plans to 
establish expectations for the students and the program, coordinate teaching units, 
coordinate the program with special education and guidance departments, share 
Strategies and information and develop a team concept for the following school year. 
The High School is proud of the support services that are provided for all of our 
students through our guidance department and health program and for our special 
education students. In this time of economic difficulty, it is essential that we continue 
to provide for the needs of all of our students, each and every student is valued as an 
individual with individual needs. 
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Our extracurricular programs are also a source of pride to the High School and 
the community. Each year our returning alumni stress the importance of involvement 
in student activities as preparation for their future. We are grateful to Mrs. Barbara 
Gillespie for all of her endeavors as Student Activities Coordinator. We also thank all 
of the class and club advisors, coaches and faculty who devote many long hours to the 
promotion of our student activities program. The concept of community services is 
passed onto the next generation through participation in such groups as the Key Club, 
advised by Mr. George McCabe. Our capable Administrative Assistant, George Kelly, 
advises the S.A.D.D. group. This student group promotes peer awareness of concerns 
regarding drug and alcohol abuse. School Officer Michael Kennedy works with this 
group and is a resource person. 


Our Viking sports program continues to provide exciting competition and 
increasing participation by our student athletes. Athletic Director Allen Smith is 
recognized for the innovation and enthusiasm that he inspires in the athletic program. 
This year has seen a significant addition to the High School facilities by the installation 
of stadium lights and the capability for night athletic events. The East Bridgewater 
community will benefit from this generous gift of the Viking Sports Parents 
organization and Browning-Ferris Industries for many years to come. 


The reputation of our music department is known throughout the New England 
area. This year the Marching Band continued their series of triumphs with a second 
place finish in the New England Scholastic Band Association finals. Our concert choir, 
concert band, show choir and jazz band are a tribute to Director Dan Lasdow, Mary 
Wilcox, the music department faculty and the talent of our students. We are equally 
appreciative of the support and dedication of the Music Parents Association. Without 
this group we would not be able to support all of these programs. 


The year 1989 has been characterized by the support of many community groups 
and we are appreciative and grateful for this involvement. Our School Improvement 
Council has initiated a newsletter that will provide direct communication to high 
school parents. This group meets regularly to expend School Improvement Council 
funds, publish the newsletter and provide a resource to the administration. Members 
of the Council from the community are Mrs. Mary Harris, Mrs. Nancy Kelleher, Mr. 
James Hardy and Officer Michael Kennedy; faculty — Mrs. Barbara Gillespie, Mrs. 
Judy Childress and Mr. Arthur Illsley; student members — Shannon Dalton and 
Jeremy Babin. Other examples of community involvement are the kindness of Mr. 
Med Eskander in designing and preparing an activities sign for the front of the high 
school, the contributions to the stadium lights, the support of the Kiwanis and Lions 
Clubs and the American Legion, and the positive response that is always received to 
any request for assistance. 


The High School is indebted to so many individuals that it is not possible to name 
them all. To mention just a few; Mr. Harry Ferrell-Locke of our high school business 
faculty who serves as our computer resource person and has enabled the high school to 
be on line with the Southeastern Regional Voc.-Tech. computer system, Mr. Jack 
Condon who provides for high school printing needs through the Graphics program, 
our school librarian, Mrs. Anne Hynes, who is the hub of our academic program, our 
head custodian, Ronald Olson, who takes care of large and busy facility, and all of the 
other town departments, particularly the Police Department and Officer Michael 
Kennedy and Chief John Silva. 
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The transfer of the kindergarten to the High School has been an enjoyable 
experience for all. The high school child development course is able to work with the 
kindergarten classes for lab experiences, English classes have had integrated writing 
projects and the presence of the “littlest Vikings” has been both inspiration and 
motivation for the future. 


I would also like to thank the East Bridgewater School Committee for their long 
hours on behalf of all our children, our Superintendent for his support, and Mr. 
Richard Achin and Mrs. Kathryn Levine for their assistance. The expertise of 
Assistant Principal Diane Lande and Administrative Assistant George Kelly is 
invaluable in the daily operation of our school, and I am grateful to them for their faith 
in the educational process and in our studetns. Nothing would be accomplished 
without the wonderful group of committed individuals who comprise our faculty. 
They believe in our students and in the importance of every day in the classroom. Most 
of all, | am indebted to and proud of our student body. It isa pleasure and privilege to 
work with this team of teachers and students. We seek your continued support for the 
needs of the school system and pledge our total efforts to managing our resources 
wisely and providing the best possible educational environment for our students.

Report of the Director of Athletics of the the High School 
Dear Mrs. Riordan: 


The 1989 Athletic Department’s year was one of success and growth. The athletic 
teams represented themselves, the school and the town with the high standards set by 
East Bridgewater’s society. Our teams continued to win recognition on the league and 
state levels. 


The boys basketball team started the year of 1989 by winning the South Shore 
League championship. The team went on to compete in the Massachusetts South 
Sectional Tournament only to be defeated by Bellingham. Our congratulations go out 
to Coach Michael Gerrish and the Vikings. 


The high school’s intramural program presented a varied number of activities for 
the winter season. These programs consisted of weight training, volleyball, wrestling 
and basketball. 


In March the Viking cheerleaders hosted a program from the past, the East 
Bridgewater Cheerleading Competition. This program was very successful. Eight 
teams competed to a full house. Our cheerleaders proved to be very gracious hostesses. 


The spring season viewed a tradition. The boys track team, coached by 
homegrown George McCabe, ran its way to their fourth championship in the last six 
years. The Vikings were led by Jason Williams, who set new school records in the 330 
intermediate hurdles and the 120 high hurdles. The 4 x 880 relay team of Shawn 
McCabe, Greg Gurney, Matt Hickson and Lee Leonard and the shuttle hurdle relay 
team of Jason Williams, Alex Graziano, Marty Tyrell and Mike Andrews also set new 
school records. Along with the track tradition was the revival of the girls softball team, 
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which finished in second place in the South Shore League. This second place finish 
qualified the Lady Vikings for the South Sectional Tournament. The softball team 
was defeated by Holliston in the quarter-final round. 


As school resumed in the fall, we watched our field hockey team just miss state 
tournament qualification by one game. Coach St. George’s football team carried a 7-1 
record and a tie for first place in the league into the new Thanksgiving rivalry. After a 
snow-out on Turkey Day and a reschedule for Saturday, the Vikings lost to Norton, 
14-8. 


I wish to thank all of the people who made the gift of lights on Memorial Field a 
reality. lam sure the future holds many exciting night football, soccer and field hockey 
games.

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Report of the Director of Music 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


The Music Department is pleased to submit the annual report for 1989. 


I regret to report that we no longer have music for Kindergarten students. With 
the move of the Kindergarten to the High School, there is no longer a weekly music 
class. Music is a natural and vital part of the development of young children; and I 
sincerely hope that we can find a way through the creation of a part time music 
specialist position, or some other means, to give the Kindergarten students a chance to 
experience music in school. 


Facilities for music rehearsals for both band and chorus at the High School 
are poor. The music area downstairs is now used for the piano keyboard lab 
consisting of 16 pianos, teacher console and other equipment. This limits the use 
of the room. 


The band rehearsals are held on the auditorium stage which is shared with 
the Drama Club, assembly programs, senior class pay, building use by outside 
groups and other activities. 


Room 109, formally the shop classroom, is now used for chorus rehearsals. 
The acoustics are not only unsuitable for this type of instruction, they are 
damaging to the hearing of students and teacher. 


Permanent music rooms are needed for the daily rehearsals and classroom 
needs of the Music Department. 


Storage space and a secure area is needed for the protection of expensive 
equipment and having a proper learning environment is important if we are to 
continue to have a quality program. 


The school system is fortunate to have excellent music educators working with 
the children and young adults of East Bridgewater. Mrs. Mary Wilcox, Mr. John 
Fantucchio and Mrs. Mary Anne Rebhan are to be commended for their outstanding 
efforts in the classroom and with the performing musical ensembles in the schools. 
Also Mr. Terrance Keenan and Ms. Katherine Simpson, who work with the H.S. 
Marching Band and Color Guard, deserve credit for their excellent work this year.

The annual band clinic was held in January. Mr. Paul Alberta, Director of Music 
in the Norwood Public Schools, was the clinician. He conducted our HS and MS 
bands in rehearsal and brought his expertise and musical insight to our students. 


In January, a concert was performed by approximately 50 EBHS band alumni. 
The group raised over $500.00 for the Music Parents Scholarship Fund. 


The annual music banquet was held in February. The students in the HS Band 
and Chorus worked together to organize the entire evening of activities. Music jackets 
were presented by the Music Parents Association, and students received various 
awards for their contributions to the music program. Mr. Paul Alberta, was the guest 
speaker for the evening. 


The 12th annual NESBA Color Guard contest was held in March. HS color 
guards and percussion ensembles from throughout New England performed. 


The guard completed a very successful season, finishing third in NESBA 
competition. The HS Percussion Ensemble received a silver medal for its 
performance. 


The Drama Club presented its production of GREASE in March. Mrs.. Wilcox 
was the musical director. 


Mrs. Wilcox was also the musical director for the MS musical held in January. 


The annual POPS CONCERT was held at the MS. The HS Jazz Band, Show 
Choir and the cast of GREASE performed to a capacity audience. The popularity of 
this annual event is very high. 


The HS Band performed at the MICA State Concert Band Festival at 
Concord-Carlisle HS. The band received a gold medal rating for its musical 
performance. This was one of only two gold medals presented at the festival site that 
day. 


The HS Show Choir received a silver medal and third runnerup placement in the 
Eastern Show Choir Festival at Waltham HS. The group was invited to perform as 
one of six finalists in the “Showcase” performance in the evening. 
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The HS Concert Choir performed at the ACDA Choral Festival at Algonquin 
Regional HS and received a silver medal for its perforamnce. 


The HS Jazz Band under the direction of Mr. Fantucchio, performed at 
Whitman-Hanson HS and SMU in Dartmouth in conjunction with music festivals 
held by these schools. 


The department has a new computer which is in use at the HS. It is being used to 
compose music and assist students in the Piano Keyboard course. This new 
technology is the state of the art in music instruction. The program is becoming very 
popular with the students and is a unique way for students to show their musical 
creativity. 


The computer was purchaseed from funds donated by the EB Kiwanis Club and 
the Music Parents Association. 


The HS Band performed at Canobie Lake Park in May. 


Spring Concerts were held by all schools and the annual Senior Recital was held 
in May. 


The electronic piano keyboard lab is in operation at the HS. 17 students are 
enrolled in the course and are learning to play the piano. Each students wears a 
headphone and microphone and is connected to a master console. The teacher can 
monitor the class as a group or work with each individaul. 


The Music Parents Association sponsored the Roberts Bros. Circus in August. 


The Viking Band was classified in Division I of NESBA again this year. The band 
did very wellin competition, receiving first place awards in all circuit competitions and 
placing second with a silver medal in the finals at Boston University. 


Five HS band members performed at Anthony’s Pier 4 Restaurant on behalf of 
the Por Cristo organization. In attendance were dignitaries from Ecuador and Peru. 
Cardinal Bernard Law presented awards at the ceremonies to donors of medical 
supplies to these countries. Our students met and were photographed with the 
Cardinal.

Report of the Director of School Food Services 
Mr. Mitchell: 
The School Food Service is pleased to submit its report for the year 1989. 


As in the past, the School Food Service is continuing to offer a nutritious and 
appetizing noon day meal to the students of East Bridgewater. 


We have seen significant changes in the help that the program is receiving from 
the State and Federal Government this year as both the reimbursement amounts and 
the commodity offerings are minimal. 


This made it necessary for the School Committee to raise the lunch price from 
$.85 to $1.00 for students and from $1.35 to $1.50, tax included, per adult meal. 


Nutritious snack items (ice cream, 100% juice, fresh fruit) are also on sale each 
day at the three schools and the profit realized on these items helps to lessen our losses 
on the meals served. 


Approximately 950 lunches system wide and_75 breakfasts (at the High School 
only) are served daily. We also have a snack program for Kindergarten children at the 
High School and a once a week Elderly Lunch at the Middle School. 


I would like to wish a long and happy retirement to Jean Tower who retired from 
the Middle School Staff this past June after over twenty years of dedicated service and 
caring about the children of East Bridgewater. 


My thanks go to the Cafeteria Managers, Mrs. O’Day, Mrs. Curley, Mrs. 
Mormino and their staffs, some very dedicated substitute workers, my assistant Mrs. 
Bennet, the Building Principals, Mr. Achin and to you, Mr. Mitchell, for your 
continued support.

In September a brochure was mailed to all East Bridgewater residences 
offering seventeen courses. A registration was held on September 20 at the Middle 
School. There are currently 337 men and women registered for courses. This was a 
sizeable increase over the previous year.

The Evening Practical Arts students again this year donated many toys and gifts 
to the Public Health Nursing Association’s Christmas Basket Fund.
